SIMPSONS-SEARS BREAKS GROUND 
FOR TWO MORE STORES 


TORONTO, Jan. 4 — Simpsons-Sears started work today on a large two-floor depart¬ 
ment store in Victoria, B.C. The store will be the anchor unit in a major enclosed-mall 
shopping complex to be developed by Dominion Construction Co. of Vancouver on the 
site of the present Hillside shopping centre. 

The Simpsons-Sears store will comprise 150,000 square feet of retail space and will 
be connected to the weather-protected shopping mall by a 50-foot wide entrance un¬ 
obstructed by doors. The store will have 55 departments, an automotive service centre 
and an outdoor garden shop. Opening date of the store is being timed to coincide with 
the completion of the new shopping centre in the spring of 1969. 

Simpsons-Sears last week broke ground on a 100,000 square foot one-floor depart¬ 
ment store at Burlington, Ont., near Hamilton, to be opened in October, 1968. The unit 
will be a part of a new 60-store enclosed plaza being developed by Cambridge Leaseholds 
Ltd. of Windsor, Ont., on a site near the centre of Burlington. 

Simpsons-Sears currently has three other stores under construction, all scheduled 
for opening in the fall of this year.

By the way, the 
Ribbon Department (a going concern in those days) was on the 8th Floor also. 

Ruby’s next move was to the office on the 7th Floor where she is today. 
She has looked after the records for Depts. 19, which used to be Ccats and Suits, 
27 — which was Housedresses and 17 — now Coats and Suits and, 78 — Hats. 
Her managers have been Messrs. R. Fogarty, L. Woycik, D. McAlpine, W. J. 
Attfield, L. Kirton and G. Polanski. 

Ruby was among the group of people who went on the first 25 Year Club 
Trip to Toronto in 1944. During War years, things could not be organized as 
they are today but Ruby recalls the good times and surprises everyone had.
